pany, a subpena issued by Judge Lan- 
dis, of the federal court of Chicago, 
Mr. Rockefeller was located in this city 
today and personal service made upon 
him by Deputy United States Marshal 
Charles L. Frink, of North Adams.” 

After accepting service, Mr. Rockefei- 
ler explained that he had not been en- 
ceavoring to dodge service, but that 
he did not know exactly what was want- 
ed of him.

“If the measure thus outlined is not 
sufficient to afford complete protec- 
tion to the people in prohibition coun- 
tiles from the importation of liquor 
into their communities,@we respectful- 
ly urge the general assembly to so 
enlarge the provisions of such laws 
that those who would violate them 
sannot, by the exercise of the utmost 
igenuity, escape the full and proper 
penalties of their crimes, and let those

We state it as a fact, 
which we believe to be absolutely 
true, that during the prohibition 
period the morals of this city were in 
a far worse condition in some respects 
than at any time before or since. The 
law was violated with impunity, and 
violators could neither be detected nor 
punished for their crimes. Property of 
every character shrunk in yalue. Busi- 
ness was lifeless. The city lost 
enormous revenue that would have 
gone to help maintain the public 
schools and other public institutions, 
while the evils that we were trying to 
correct multiplied. Atlanta abolished 
prohibition because she was forced to, 
and because it was a fafiure. 

“Since prohibition was abolished we 
have enjoyed the most satisfactory con- 
ditions the city has ever known. Strict 
regulation under high license has polved 
the problem. It is beyond all question 
the best way to deal with this evil in 
populous cities. 

“As citizens of Atlanta, having no in- 
terest dirtctly or indirectly in the liquor 
business, and representing the substan- 
tial commercial interests of the city, 
speaking from the standpoint of an ac- 
tual and bitter experience, and for a 
city representing one-twentieth of the 
entire population of the state, We urge 


upon the general assembly of Georgia, 
with all the earnestness of our deep and 
abiding conyiction, that the principle of 
home rule, involving our right to regu- 
late our own domestic affairs in the 
way that will best conserve the morals | 
and business interests of this city, be 
not disregarded by the enforcement 
upon us, against our wishes, of a state 
prohibition law. Let other counties 
adopt prohibition if they desire to do 
so. Let every county in the state have 
the privilege of adopting it, as the peo- 
ple prefer and protect all these counties 
fully, by a rigid enforcement of the law; 
but accord to Fulton ¢ounty and the 
capital city of your state, as well ag 
other populous counties, the same right 


to regulate their own affairs that we 
ask for others. 
Can Deal With Question. 

“The people of this city are entirely 
capable of dealing with this question. 
We know what is to our best .interests, 
morally and otherwise, and since we 
have worked out a plan by which the 
liquor business is under complete and 
satisfactory control, we submit that it 
is our right, and should be our privilege, 
to continue to deal with this problem in 
the way that our past experience and 
our mature and deliberate judgment sug- 
gest. We neither champion the cause of 
the liquor trade, nor do we defend open 
barrooms. We merely present to the 
genera! assembly a condition of affairs 
that we know, from past experience, will 
be better if left undisturbed in this city. 
That the liquor’ traffic is an evil we do 
not deny. Unfortunately, it is univer- 
sal. If we could destroy it by adopting 
prohibition in Atlanta or in ‘ihe state 
of Georgia, we would gladly do so; but 
we are convinced that the best and only 
practical way to deal with this evil in 
cities is by high license and the strict- 
est regulation.’’

BIGINCREASE 
IN HOMICIDES 


Report of Prison Commission 
Furnishes Some Distress- 
ing Facts 


Within a single year the number of 
murderers in the state penitentiary has 
increased 192, and ‘there are twenty- 
one more serving sentences for man- 
slaughter. The prison commission, in 
its annual report, which has just been 
received from the printer, calls the at- 
tention of the general assembly to 
sume alarming facts in this connection. 
Upon this subject the commission 
says: 

“Your attention is directed to the 
unusual increase in the number of con- 
victs during the past twelve months. 

“By reference to table No. 2 it will be 
seen that the convicts have increased 
in number 120, or 5.10 per cent, which 
is the fourth year showing an increase 
since- 1895, and that this increase is 
much larger than for any of the three 
preceding years.

29 were declined.

Will Be Presented at Present Ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 
Rome, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)—A new 
charter has been preapred for Rome 
and adopted by the council at a recent 
meeting, and will be presented to the 
its present session for 
into law. Rome's present 
charter was adopted when it was but 
a small village, and is totally inade- 
quate to the city’s present needs. 
Among the principal features of the 
new charter is a provision for the cre- 
ation of a board o fpublic works, which 
will have entire charge of the manage- 
ment of the . waterworks system, 
streets and sewer system. It also pro- 
vides for the election of councilmen 
by wards, and reduces representation 
from each ward from two members to 
one. This would give Rome only seven 
members of council instead of fourteen 

as at present constituted. 

The new charter will also give the 
city policemen jurisdiction anywhere 
within two miles outside the corporate 
limits, and if the offense is commited 
in Rome, they can make arrests any- 
where in this county within twenty- 
four hours of the commission of the 
crime. 


CHARTER FOR ROME. 


PRETENDED TO SELL MINE 


But Ex-Senator Wound Up In Con- 
trol —Court Holds There Was 
Trickery; That the Minority 
Stockholders Lost, and 
Clark Mast Account. 


New York, July 3.—Justice Amend, in 
a special term of the supreme court, 
has decided that William A. Treadwell 
is entitled to an accounting in the sale 
of the’ United Verde Copper Company, 
which is controlled by former Senator 
W. 'A. Clark, of Montana. The sale of 
the United Verde Copper Company, a 
New York organization, for the purpose 
of reorganization under the laws of 
West Virginia has been declared illegal 
by an appellate division of the supreme 
court. 

Justice Amend in his decision = states 
that the evidence shows that Mr. Tread- 
well owned seventy-three shares of the 
capital stock of the United Verde Cop- 
per Company, which owned a very valu- 
able mine in Jerome, Ariz., and wads 
practically controlled by the defendant, 
W. A. Clark. Senator Clark determined 
to reorganize the company by dissolving 
the New York corporation and _ incor- 
porating under the laws of West Vir- 
ginia. 

The reorganization was opposed by 
Mr. Treadwell, but the property was 
sold in 1899 to James A. McDonald, vice 
president of the company, for $590,000. 
Mr. McDonald, acting on behalf of the 
corporation, organized a new company 
under the laws of West Virginia and 
transferred the property to it. 

Justice Atnend states that it is con- 
ceded that the property is worth many 
times the amount paid—$500,000—and 
the appellate division held that it was 
illegal.

is human life becoming cheaper in Georgia? Some-startling facts bear 
ing upon thig subject are disclosed in the annual report of the state prison 
commission just made public. ! 

This report discloses the remarkable fact that 1,240 of the convicts: in 
the gtate penitentiary, or more than 50 per cent, are serving terms of varying 
length for homicides or for attempt to take human life. In 935 of these 
cases human life was actually taken, and 630 of these convicts are serving 
life terms for murder, while 305 are there for manslaughter. The significance 
of these figures becomes more impressive in the light of the fact that only 
one year ago the number of convicts serving terms for murder was 438, and 
for manslaughter 284. In one year there has been an increase of 192 mur- 
ders and 21 for manslaughter, in the penitentiary. In ten years, says the 
commission's report, the convicts for all crimes have increased only 10 per 
cent, while during the same period the convicts for homicides and attempt 
to commit homicides, have increased more than 12 per cent. 

Here is a matter that ought to demand the attention and consideration

of every branch of the state government, executive, legislative and judicial. 


The recent rapid increase in crimes of this class constitutes a growing men- 
ace to the peace and tranquillity of the public, a danger from which no com- 
munity is tree. 

The Constitution has frequently and persistently called attention to the 
increasing beldness and disregard for life and limb on the part of the “pistol 
toter,” who is exhibiting ever greater readiness on the slightest provocation, 
more often without it, to bring his weapon recklessly into play and shoot 
down another through mere wantonness. We have appealed for the full and 
adequate administration of the law, an administration which will make known 
that the man who takes a human life, shall receive to the limit the punish-

But persons in whom the disease ig «o 
far advanced that they can merely en- 
danger the lives of others may be very 
properly quarantined without incurring 
just criticism from any quarter. 


The national government has taken 
active steps to suppress tuberculosis, 
beginning: with its own employees. 
Tkis activity resulted from a resolu- 
tion passed by the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis in 1905. Some of the 
rules are given for the benefit of the 
patients follow: 

Sheep alone; whitewashed or painted 
walls are preferable to those that are 
papered; expose the bedroom freely to 
the outside aftr when not occupied, and 
sleep with the windows open; spend as 
much time as possible in the open air 
and use the bedroom only at night: do 
not be afraig of cold weather ag long 
as the body be protected, and be espe- 
cially careful to keep the feet dry; keep 
the body warmly clad and guard against 
sudden changes in the weather; take 
plenty of nourishing food; there is. no 
known medicine that can cure con 
sumption; lead a temperate life in ali 
things; be hopeful and expect a cure. 

Finally it may be said that tubercu- 
Icsis is not an incurable disease, and 
prompt preventative measures in the 
early stages work wonders.

from $900,009 to $1,000,000, 

The payment of pensions to the un- 
ion soldiers, for which the south an- 
nually makes contributions in indirect 
taxes paid into the national treasury, 
was accepted by her as one of the con, 
sequences incident to her military sub- 
jugation, as Professor Glasson devel- 
ops. But he adds: “Such acts as 
those of 1890, under which vast sums 
have been paid out to former union 
soldiers, who are perfectly able to sup- 
port themselves in comfort, and often 
in luxury, have certainly worked a 
grave injustice to the south.” 

He points out that in spite of the 
comparative poverty which the soutn- 
ern states have endured, and the large 
drain upon their resources to support 
the national pension budget, they have 
nevertheless been as liberal as their 
means Would permit, and have often 
yoted pensions “when the pefsion tax 
appeared on the face of every man’s 
tax bill.” He gives the following sum- 
ruary of the development of Georgia's 
pension ssytem.: 

She began by expending, in 1879, $70,- 
580 for artificial limbs for disabled con- 
federates. In 1889 she began paying 
regular pensions to disabled and diseased 
veterans. Pension provision was made 
in 1893 for the widows of confederate 
soldiers whose husbands died in sérvice, 
or after the wer from disability or dis- 
ease contracted in service. In 1896 in- 
digent -confederate soldiers were admit- 
ted to her pension list. In 1902 a fur- 
ther extension of the pension laws was 
made for the benefit of indigent widows 
of confederate soldiers, though the sol- 
dier’s death had no connection with 
military service. 

It thus appears that Georgia leads 
ali the rest of the southern states in 
the care she takes of the worthy sur- 
vivors of a great epoch. The presence 
of a few unworthy names on her pen- 
sion rolls does not deter her from fos- 
tering and ministering in a practical 
way to those who bore the brunt of 
the battle and the fatigue of the 
march. 

It would not come in very good

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THE FOURTH IN THE SOUTH;| 


PROSPERITY AND OPTIMISM 


‘(By Richard H. Edmonds, Editor Man- 
ufacturers’ Record.) 
ULY FOURTH will probably be 
a more generally celebrated 
throughout the south that ‘n any 
year since {860. r 

Prior to the war this was the great 
day of the vear in the southern states 
dat Nan thincés celebrations, military pa- 
rades and public speaking, but during 
the dark days of poverty which con- 
tinued with us for nearly forty years 
the south took comparatively little in- 
terest in celebrating the nation’s 
birthday. Now that poverty has been 
banished by abounding prosperity, and 
the voice of the pessimist is no longer 
heard in the land, there comes a 
spontaneous movement alt over the 
south, in villages and cities alike, to 
make this Fourth of July notable by 
celebrations of all kinds 
| Hundreds of public speakers will to- 
day tell the listening 
story of the south’s redemption from 
poverty to prosperity; some will point 
to what has been accomplished as an 
incentive to still greater things; some 
will discuss history and some politics, 
but I venture to say that throughout 
the south there will be heard every- 
where the song of joy, of optimism as 
radiant as that which Frank Stanton 
daily sings through The Constitution. 
And. it should indeed be a day of 
optimism and of rejoicing. Look back 
over tne past and contrast the gloom 
of poverty among farmers and busi- 
ness men generally as late as_ 1900, 
with the music of progress which is 
heard throughout the land. Contrast 
the ten years of !890 to i900, when 
the cotton crop, including seed, was 
worth from $300,000,000 to %350,000,- 
000 a year, spelling poverty for every 
producer, with the $550,000,000 to 
$800,000,000 a year which this crop has 
annually yielded since 
meant the payment of. debts, the bet- 
terment of farms ang of homes, and 
the accumulation of some surplus for 
a rainy day. 

In the decade ending with 1!900 the 
total increase in the assessed value of 
property in the south was %760,000,000. 
Last year the increase was $1!,100,000,- 
000, or $340,000,000 more than the total 
for the ten years 1890 to 1900. In 
other words, the gain in one year was 
50 per cent larger than the gain: for 
the ten-year period. And, as we look 
out over the south and see how it is 
at last getting its breath for real 
growth, we can see that the advance 
of 1906 is to be more than duplicated 
for many years to come. In fact, we 
have just caught our pace, and, un- 
less we unwisely retard our advance 
by unwise legislation, no limit can be 
set to the gains of the future. 

The growth of the Pacific coast, 
which is typified in the progress of 
Los Angeles, which had, 102,000 inhab- 
itants, in 1900 and 280,000 at present, 
a trebling almost in seven years, 
should be duplicated in Atlanta, in 
Birmingham, in New Orleans, in Dallas 
and in many other places throughout 
this section. As our advantages far 
exceed those of the Pacific coast, so 
should our progress, now that we are 
well started, far exceed that of Cali- 
fornia and Oregon and Washington. 

Whether this be done or not will de- 
pend wholly upon the people of the 
south themselves. Imagine what 
would be the fabulotts wealth of the 
Pacific coast or of New Orleans if 
either of them practically monopolized 
the world’s cotton trade. We sold last 
season's crop, seed included, for $800,- 
000,000. By September | we _— shall 
have consumed 2,500,000 bales of it in 
southern mills, and in doing so added 
$25,000,000 to its value. Then, our oil 
mills and fertilizer factories connected 
with this industry turned out $100,- 
000,000 in products. Combining all 
thése items it is seen that cotton and 
its products have this. season been 
worth over $!,!50,000,000 to the south. 
No wonder we are growing: but that 
is only a part. The total value of all 
our agricultural products is now over 
$2,000,000,000 a year, and of manufac- 
tured products  $2,500,000,000, com- 
pared with $660,000,000 for agriculture 
and $457,000,000 for manufactures in 
1880. The south is now producing 
nearly as much in agriculture as the 
United States produced in 1880, and 
$450,000,000 more than the whole coun- 


trv, excluding the south, yielded in 
that year. 

But, ‘while these material things 
may well make us rejoice, still great- 
er stress should today be laid upon 
the awakening public conscience to 
higher civic morality, to more conse- 
crated Christian living, to a broader 
development of education and 
everything which makes for the high- 
est ethical and religious advancement 
of a people. Our riches would prove 
a curse were this not true, and today 
every public speaker, while recounting 
the story of material progress, may 
well give a few moments to telling 
how our blessings should quicken the 
south to a new sense of responsibility 
to develop the world’s highest type of 
citizenship. 
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State School Commissioner W. BE. 
Merritt expects within a few days a 
report from E. P. Burns, an expert 
accountant whom he has asked to 
look into the matter of estimates made 
for the state school fund in prevtfous 
years. 

Commissioner’ Merritt believes, 
so stated in his annual report, that 
the estimates for’ the school fund, 
usually made in November, have for 
several years past been too small, and 
that as a result the schools have been 
losing a portion of the fund to which 
they were entitled. Following the first 
estimate made last faH, a _ revision 
was asked for, and about $92,000 was 
added to it. 

Commissioner Merritt thinks within 
the last ten years the state school 
fund has lost as a result of estimates 
whieh have been too low, more than 
$300,000. He is anxious to recover 
this money to the school fund, if it is 
possible to do so. Whatever did. not 
get into the school fund went, into 
the general fund in the treasury, and 
was expended under legislative appro- 
priations.

This, Is Purpose of Bill by Mr. 
Price, of Oconee. 


That the experiment farm, which Iie 
‘now located near Griffin, should be re- 
mieved to Athens and placed in connec- 
tion with the agricultural school of 
the University of Georgia, is the belief 
of many of the legislators, and a bill 
to this effect will be introduced in the 
house on Monday by Representative J.

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SENATE AGREES — 
TO TAKE REST 


Hardman Bill Was Read for 
the Second Time. 


After amending the resol@tion of the 
house, the senate yesterday concurred 
in the action of the lower body to ad- 
journ tfil Monday , making Thursday, 
Friday, and aSturday -noniegislative 
days. 

For the first time since the opening of 
the senate, some humor and spice were 
introduced in the proceedings by Sena- 
tors Lewis Henderson and Jim Flynt, 
both defending the motion for adjourn- 
ment and replying. to. Senator Knight's 
attacks. Some sarcasm, both of the di- 
rect and indirect method, was used. 

As ig usual in all legislatures, parlia- 
mentary law became a source of discus- 
sion yesterday, Senator Felder being 
the champion. At one time Senator 
Felder, on request, replied to Senator 
Knight: “I would be glad to give the 
gentleman Night lessons in parliamen- 
tary law.” . 

Senator Gordy opened the session by 
presenting a resolution to appoint a 
committee on county and county mat- 
ters, which was unanimously adopted. 

Senator Peacock introduced a resolu- 
tion to read the declaration of indepen- 
dence, which was tabled on motion of 
Senator Knight. 

Argument Over Hardman Bill. 

Senator Hardman moved that the prohi- 
bition bill be read and recommitted to 
the temperance committee to hasten its 
passage. Senator Felder objected, stat- 
ing the rules did not permit a bill to be 
read a second time until after the re- 
port of the committee to which it was 
referred. President Akin ruled it was 
in the power of the senate to have the 
bill read. There was considerable dis- 
cussion among the members. Senator 
Hardman’s motion was adopted. Tne 
reading was deferred until tke bill could 
be found. 

A message from the house was read, 
asking for concurrence in their action 
in taking a recess from Wednesday ‘to 
Monday, making Friday and Saturday 
nonlegislative days. 

Senator Gordy moved that the senate 
concur in the resolution of the house. 
There was considerable opposition to the 
motion for adjournment. Senator Flynt 
and Senator Lewis fought staunchly for 
concurring with the house. 

Senator Williford. moved to amend the 
resolution by making three days non- 
legislative instead of two. A motion 
was made by Senator Born to table the 
resolution, which was lost.-: 

In voting for the amendment there 
were [3 ayes and 18 nays. President 
Akin voted in favor of the amendment. 
Senator Knight moved for reconsidera- 
tion, and Senator Felder made the point 
that it was out of order. 

The resolution, as amended, passed by 
a vote of 18 to II. 

Senator Hardman’s prohibition bill 
was read for tho second time, it hav- 
ing been found. after an exhaustive 
search in both branches of the general 
assembly. 

The committee on halls and rooms 
was announced by President Akin. The 
following gentleinen were appointed: 
Senators Wilkes, Taylor and Gordy. 

A message from the house was read 
in which it was stated that the body 
concurred with the senate in adjourn- 
ing untli Monday. declaring Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday dies non. 

The senate then adjourned.

‘House Voted Long Recess Affe 


Sustaining McIntosh Con- 
lest Report 
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NEW BILLS CONTINUE 


TO DELUGE THE HOUSE 
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Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
Were Declared Non-Legisiative 
Days—Effort to Have Satur- 
day Made “Dies Non” 
Was Voted Down. 


OR THE first time in its history, 
fF ‘the general assembly of Georgia 
has taken a four days’ holiday, 
adjourning from Wednesday until Mon- 
day and declaring the incervening week 
days, Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, 
“dies non.” This means three days 
will be added to the end of the session. 
This action was taken by each-branch, 
acting separately under a joint resolu- 
tion introduced on Tuesday by Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, who had it tabled on that day 
and brought up yesterday for final ac- 
tion, 

As it was first introduced it did not 
provide ‘‘dies non,’ and a strong fight 
was made in both branches before this 
direction was given the resolution. 

It was first proposed to declare Thurs- 
day, the Fourth of July, Friday, Satur- 
day, and Sunday ‘dies, non” (or non- 
legislative days), and tnis precipitated a 


boast that during my service here I had 
the honor to vote an appropriation to 
érect the monument to that gallant sol- 
dier, Genera] John 8B. Gordon, whose 
head now rises on the capitol grounds 
to the sunset skies above him. 

“Tt shall conduct myself in a manner 
which I trust will please, and again I 
thank you.”’ 

He was liberally applauded as he re- 
sumed his seat. 

With the knowledge that the house 
was about to adjourn over until Mon- 
dey morning, there was a rush to in- 
troduce bills yesterday and have them | 
read for the first time and referred to 
their respective committees in order 
that they may be taken up for consid- 
eration early next week when the com- 
mittees meet. 

Among the more important bills in- 
troduced at this session was that meas- 
ure from the Fulton county delegation, 
Messrs. Slaton, Blackburn and Bell, 
which. provides for the amendment to 
the charter of the city of Atlanta for 
the issuance of $500,000 for the pur- 
pose of improving and installing the 
waterworks system of Atlanta. The 
bill further provides for the closing 
of certain streets and for the change 
ir. the Hquor license, both’ wholesale 
and retail, in the city of Atlanta. 


Pay for Dr. Massey. 


Messrs. Whitley of Douglass, and [a- 
vidson, of Green, introduced a resolu- 
tion calling for the payment of $10,000 
to Dr. R. J. Massey .of Atlanta, for his 
services during the civil war as super- 
intendent of the ‘‘Brown ospital’’ in 
Atlanta, and afterwards in Milledge- 
ville, where he was chief surgeon, and 
also for services in saving the books 
in the state library when the library 
was destroyed. It was around these 
books as a nucleus that the present 
state library was built. It was stated 
in the resolution that Dr. Massey had 
never received pay for these valuable 
services to the state. 

A bill which is aimed to prevent bet- 
ting on baseball games or horse races, 
and fixing the penaity that the one so 
doing be punished as for a’ misde- 
meanor.

The senate took care of this day, and 
selft the resolution back with tht amend- 
ment including Thursday among the 
“dies non.” This action was concurred 
in, and the house adjourned Wednesday 
o'clock until Monday morning at 
10 o'clock. 

The lengthy adjournment was brought 
about, as stated in The Constitution, by 
reason that the house committees have 
not as yet been appointed by Speaker 
Slaton and would not be before Friday, 
and would practically shut off any work 
this week, with a holiday today and 
Saturday's short session breaking up the 
week. 

When the house meets Monday morn- 
ing, Speaker Slaton and President Akin 
will announce the committees of the 
two branches, and next week will be a 
busy one, with committee meetings 
every afternoon. 

There are already over 350 bills on the 
clerk’s desk assigned to committees, 
which wil have ample work to do when 
organized,

The contest for the seat of W. H. Rog- 
ers, of McIntosh county, which was 
tried before the committee on privielges 
and elections Tuesaday afternoon and 
awarded to the negro member, was aired 
in the house Wednesday morning, when 
the report of that committee was read 
by Chairman Russell, of Muscogee coun- 
ty, recommending that the negro member 
be allowed to remain seated. 

As soon as this report was read, Mr. 
Sheffield, of Decatur county, took the 
floor in opposition to the report, and 
moved as a #ubstitute to the motion of 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, that the report be 
adopted, that ‘‘the report of the com- 
mittee be disagreed to.” 

Mr. Sheffield spoke at length in sup- 


port of his contention that the negro 
member was not entitled to the seat; 
that two election precincts should be 
thrown out because the taw governing 
elections had not been complied with, 
and that if this was done Geo. E. At- 
wood would be the winner of the con- 
test. 

The committee was ably defended by 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and at the conclusion 
of his speech the previous question was 
called and on the substitute for the mo- 
tion to adopt the report of the commit- 
tee, which was to disagree to the report 
of the committee, the vote was 30 to 100. 
This was the only test vote, and the re- 
port of the committee in adopting the 
report which gave Rogers his seat was 
viva voce and almost unanimous. 

Rogers Makes Speech. 

Rogers came in and took his seat and 
was at once recognized by the chair. 

“Mr. Speaker. and gentlemen of the 


| mouse.” began the recently seated mem- 


ber, and every eye in the house was 
turned upon him, for it was the first 
time he has spoken this session and one 
of the few times in his seven years’ 
service. “I want to first thank the 
speaker for the appointment of the com- 
mittee which has just tried my con- 
tested case. 

“IT next want to thank the committee 
for that report and the house for adopt- 
ing the report of the committee. 

“Tt shall try to conduct myself in the 
future as in the past, so that I may 
win the approbation of that body which 
has just seated me. 

“It is one of my proud privileges to 
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tags from 10 cents on each ton to 25 
cents. As it is now the department of 
agriculture gets !0 cents for each tag 
for a ton of fertilizer sold in the: state, 
and by this bill these tags are to be 
sold for 25 cents each. It is provided 
in the bill that the money thus col- 
lected from this increased source of 
revenue be applied to the agricultural 
cecllege at Athens and the various agri- 
cultural high schools in the state. 

“This will not take a cent from the 
state treasury,’ explained Mr. Martin, 
i1 discussing his measure. “But will 
be a slight tax on every farmer who 
buys a sack of fertilizer, which -will 
go to help support his son in giving 
him an education. It is provided that 
this money shall be raised in this way 
and no. other.” 

Another educational bill introduced 
carried with it'a request for an appro- 
priation of $15,000 for the equipment 
or the new building at the state nor- 
mal school at Athens with electric 
lights, steam heat:and the like. This 
bill was introduced by Mr. McMahan 
of Clarke. 

No More Sunday Fishing. 

In an effort to prevent Sunday fish- 
ing in Screven county, Mr. White of 
Screven, has introduced a bill in the 
house making this piscatorial pleasure 
punishable as for a misdemeanor. 

The bill is brief, but it provides that 
any one caught with fishing tackle in 
his possession on the Sabbath shall be 
declared guilty of this offense and 
shall be punished accordingly. 

The last bill to be read by the clerk 
was that of Mr. McIntyre of Thomas,

who would have it made a misde- 
meanor for a conductor to collect a 
fee from a passenger unless he can 
furnish the passenger with a seat on 
any common carrier. 

With the house tn session for just 
one week there have been introduced 
nearly four hundred bills, and it would 
seem that the end is not yet in sight. 

Routine in the House. 

Speaker Slaton rapped for order in 
the house at 10 o’clock, followed with 
prayer by Chaplain Parks, and read- 
ing and confirmation of the journal of 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Perry of Hall was the first to 
gain the speaker’s attention. He in- 
troduced a resolution asking the im- 
mediate announcement of the commit- 
tee on rules and asked that they be 
instructed to announte the rules gov- 
erning the house by next Monday. 

“Not one-fifth of the bills introduced 
already can be brought up for pass- 
age unless the rules governing the 
house are announced.” 

Mr. Dunbar of Richmond defended 
the speaker, and declared that he 
should not be hurried, and asked that 
the resolution be not passed. 

Mr. Hall of Bibb follawed, and urged 
that the resolution be not adopted 
and the speaker hurried on a task 
which was so momentous. 

Mr. Slater of Bryan 
against it. 

Mr. Flanders of Johnson moved that 
the resolution be tabled. This action 
was taken. 

Mr. Hall of Bibb asked that his 
resolution proposing that the house 
and senate take a recess from Wed- 
nesday, July 3, to Monday, July &,. be 
taken up and acted upon. 

Mr. Whitley of Douglas and Mr. Me- 
Michael of Marion each asked that 
amendments be made. Mr. Whitley 
wanted all declared “dies non,” and 
the latter wanted only Friday and 
Saturday declared so. 


Wasted a Week. 

Mr. Wright of Floyd spoke on the 
resolution, declaring that nothing had 
been done, and a week spent, and 
asked that these days be not thrown 
away. 

Mr. Whitley next offered a substi- 
tute declaring July 4, 5, 6 and 7 “dies 
non.” 

Mr. Hall,-of Bibb. followed, declaring 
July. 4, 5, 6 and 7 “nonlegislative days.” 
Mr. Dunbar declared that if Sunday, 
which is a legislative day, be made a 
“dies non,” it would mean an entering 
wedge which would result in having all 
Sundays declared “dies non,” and there- 
by prolong the session seven days, or a 
whole week. 

Mr. Flanders, of Johnsen, offered an 
amendment declaring July 4, § and 6 
“dies non.” He followed later, by call- 
ing the previous question. Mr. Alexan- 
der ,of DeKalb, caled an “‘aye and no” 
on the question. 

The house sifted the amendments and 
finally voted to accept the McMichael 
amendment, declaring Friday and Sat- 
urday “dies non,” and passed the Hall 
resolution declaring the house and sen- 
ate stand adjourned from Wednesday 
until Monday morning. This resolution 
was transmitted to the senate for con- 
currence. 

Mr. Russell, of Muscogee, chairman of 
the committee on privileges and eléc- 
tions, submitted the report of that com- 
mittee on the Rogers-Atwood contest 
for the seat in the house from MclIn- 
tosh county. -

“There is some question whether there 
igs any satisfactory evidence that this 
manager was not a freeholder, but as it 
ig not pretended that the other two 
managers were not freeholders under 
the decisions of the supreme court the 
election was not illegal. 

‘Second, The second ground is that 
the polls af Darien, the court house 
was closed about twenty-four minutes 
before 6 o'clock. 

“It ampears that the managers closed 
the polls by the 75th .meridian time, 
which was about twentv-four minutes 
before 6 by true sun time. 

“We are inclined to think ‘this ground 
a good one—following the decision of 
the supreme court that. the law recog- 
nizes only the sun time 

“But even if the vote!of this precinct 
are thrown ont, the votes at the re- 
maining precincts give Rogers 148 votes 
and Atwood 102. which would. still leave 
W. H. Rogers entitled to his seat. 

“There was no contention that there 
was anv fraud or that the votes cast 
were not honestly counted. nor that any 
voter was prevented from casting his 
vote. We submit the contest and evi- 
dence which was nresented to our com- 
mittee, Resnectfully submitted, 

“THOMAS R. RI'SSETLI.. 
“Chairman.” 

Mr. Sheffield of Decatur got the floor 
and said: 

“Mr, Speaker, I heara part of that 
hearing, and if I had been on the 
committee I would have filed a 
minority report.” 

“Mr. Speaker!” fairly shouted Mr. 
Hall of Bibb, a member of the com- 
mittee, “anything done in committee 
rooms is not debatable in the house.” 

This point was upheld. The speaker 
requested that, as the contest was 
about to be aired, both parties to the 
contest ‘leave the house. Rogers left 
his seat. Mr. Atwood, who is contest- 
ing the seat, was not seen to be 
present. 

Mr. Sheffield then asked that the 
evidence given before the committee 
be read to the house, and this was 
done. 

The evidence is summed up tn that 
it is alleged that Precinct 271 was 
opened and closed by railroad time 
instead of sun time, as the law re- 
quires, and that in the 515th district 
one of the managers was not a free- 
holder as the law requires. It was 
later ruled that the contestor and 
contestee were entitled to stay in the 
house until the vote was taken, and 
they were recalled. 

Asks Its Adoption. 

Mr. Hall of Bibb moved that the re- 
port of the committee Seating Rogers 
be adopted. 

Mr. Sheffield of Decatur moved as:-a 
substitute that it be disagreed to, and 
spoke. in defense of his substitute. 

Mr. Massengale of Warren and Mr. 
Elater of Bryan spoke in favor of the 
report, while Mr. Slade of Muscogee 
spoke against it. 

Mr. Hall of Bibb, In a strong argu- 
ment in favor of adopting the report 
followed. 

Mr. Fannin of Butts called for the 
previous question. 

The first vote was on the substi- 
tute, which called for the house to 
disagree to the report of the com- 
mittee. The substitute was lost by a 
vote of 30 to !00. 

The report of the committee was 
adopted by the same vote, and the ne- 
sro was declared seated. 

Representative Rogers spoke briefly, 
thanking the speaker for the commit-
